year as it effects Janesville, we will find 
tbat there is much to be thankful for and 
very much to feel proud of. Janes- 
villo is one of the most favored cities o£ 
its size in all the west. 
It is not only 


beautiful for situation, but it has boon 
tortnnate in its history. It never enjoy- 
ed a spasmodic boom which takes some 
of the emaller cities one yard forward and 
six feet baoKward, but it has maintained 
a tteady yearly growth for the past four- 
teen years. Its succeEsea are permanent 
and itu enterprises have come to stay. 
jt has the largest cotton mill in the weet, 
a growth of recent years, and to the many 
enterprises thut help the city there h&vu 
been added within two years past street 
railways, water works, free postal deliv- 
ery, and the placing of the city on tho 
through line of the Nortnwastern rail- 
way from Chicago to St. Paul. 


There ere a good many points ol in- 


terest touching Janeevillo that do no'

erage citizen, bui that are well worth 
pondering at a time like this. Tho bus- 
inessmen of Janesville are of the moat 
conjervative class. A commercial trav- 
eler will tell you that there are fewer 
business reverses in this oity than in any 
other oily of its size in the west. Tho 
records will show that there have been 
fewer failures in trade and fewer defalca- 
tions in our town than can be found in 
my place under 20,000 inhabitants in the 
northwest. 


A careful estimate of the value of man- 


efiotured articles coming from the mills 
and uhops ot the city shows that the out- 
put foots np about $1,900,000, which is an 
increase over auy previous year. The 
building enterprises of the city, while 
not as extensive as in some of the former 
venn, have been of a commendable char- 
»otor, ncd will show a value of about 
8125.000. 


No oilamiticf, caused by fire, bave vis- 


ited theoity. The number of fires have 
been exceedingly small, and the total 
losses hava reached only S17.GS1.00. The 
greatest ol all foes — Dekth—has not 
made its raviges among the inhabitants j 
ot Janesville as it has in other oitier.

When it is consid- 
ered that tht death, rate in other cities 
ruua from lOto 20 per thousand popula- 
tion, the bealihfnlness of Janesville will 
bo appreciated. 


The carefnhess with which the City 


government hn been administered dur- 
ing the past j<ar, and iu faot for many 
years past, can bo seen from the extreme- 
ly low rate o! tuation. The per cent ot 
taxation in Jsn.sville ia only K; mills on 
the dollar whi.n iacludte everything. 


There is probably not another oity in 
Wisconsin that can show such a rate of 
taxation. Toe average is about 25 mills 
and in Boms of the cities in tbe state 
nearly matching Janesville in size, tha 
rate is between three and four per oeat

The citizens of Janesville, especially 


those who for ten or fifteen years have 
steadily and persistently advocated tho 
building of a system'or water works, have 
cause for congratulating themselves that 
a system of water works are now nearing 
completion, and in some portions of the 
oity ready to furnieb water for domes- 
tic use. 


On the 10th of last May a franchise was 


granted Messrs. Turner, Clarke & Kaw- 
son, of Boston, Mats., for twenty years 
stipulating that said Turner, Clarke & 
Kawson, within one year, should com - 
plete a system of water works in this 
city, including thirteen miles oJ main 
?ipe, upon which there should be located 
°no hundred and eighty double fire, 
hydrants, with several other minor grants 
to the oity, the most prominent being the 
furnishing ot water to all the churches, 
schools, engine Looses, public buildings. 
two display fountains, five publii drink- 
ing fountains, Hushing sewers, etc., tho 
city to pay an annual rental of £4,200 
with the privilege reserved to purchase 
the plant on certain conditions iiac.ec! in 
the franchise. 
The franchise calls for 


an offinal test of the works when com- 
pleted, the contractors stipulating to

ing in the city. 
Other important safe- 


guards are mentionsd, which it is not 
necessary hero to restate. The Gazette^ 
here informs tho citizens of Janesville, 
(hat tbis test is a severe one, calling for 
regular Ore duty instead ot the usual 
tests indulged in for "display."

is no question but the works will fulfill 
all the requirements.

A contract WIB awarded to tho Wisconsin 
Construction Co, for laying the pipe, and 
about twelye and a half miles of th« thir- 
teen miles of main pipe is now laid; the 
pumping house, a very handsome red 
brick building, has boon completed with 
tho exception ot laying tho lloors and 
putting on the wfticsootting; the reser- 
voir, constructed at a cost of $8.500, hold- 
ing upwards of 700,000 gallons of water, 
is oompled so that it oan be used, and is 
now connected with the artesian well, the 
•water from the well flowing iato the res- 
ervoir and thence to the river; the boil- 
ers, three in number, ire iu position. 
One of the pumping engines is at the 
station ready for adjustment and servio6 


—the other pump 
is expected here 


at 
any 
time; the 
foundation 
for 


the stand.pipe is completed at a cost of 
S'2,000. 
This foundation is built of 


heavy stone, 351 tons being used in ita 
construction. Upon this the stand-pipe— 
25 feet in diameter and 85 feet ;n bight— 
is to rest. This atand-pipe baa a capac- 
ity when filled to the depth of 24 feet, o£ 


309,250 gallons, and with ibis bead will 
give a water pressure at the fire hydrant 
at tho corner of Main and Milwaukee 
streets ot 70 pounds, which is sufficient 
to throw, an inch stream of water hori- 
zontally 136 feet, and o perpendicular 
stream 104 feet. 


At the pumping house there will be 


two of "Blake's Improved Compound 
Condensing Duplex Pumping Engines, 
with Independent Air Pumps and Con- 
densers." These pumps have a com- 
bined capacity of four million gallons in 
24 hours. They are handsome and du- 
rable engines, and our pcoplo will take 
pride in looking at them and showing 
them to visitors. 


The stand pipe will bo built, nod the 


remainder of the pipe laid in tho spring, 
before the contract time expires, 


It is estimated that between thirty- 


five and forty thousand dollars have been 
paid out herein Janesvillo for materiel 
and labor on account of this work, and 
that the plant will ccst about 5100,000, 


Mr. J. Frank Williams, the contract- 


ing engineer, has had uhargo of all the 
work la this city of the water company; 
and as such te has had dealings with 
maty of our people, Of course he hso 
labored for the interest of his principals, 
yet he has never filled to consider the 
interests of others in tho mobt agreeable 
and gentlemanly manner. 
He came 


here last May a stranger to all. He is 
now one of the most popular and best 
known of our citizens. Hr. Williams 
has so planned the system, as relates to 
the new pipeline, that it differs from 
many other plants, in that a complete 
sj stem of valves or cut-offs hava been 
adopted. By tbis systers water can bo 
cut 
off 
from 
almost 
any 
street 


and in many oases parts ot streets, with- 
out interfering with the remainder cf the 
pipe line, This is of'great advantage in 
repairing brokou pipe ucd iu extending 
thesystem. So well has ho performed 


hw work in this city, thst his company 
has recognized the fact by promoting 
him to the general eupeiintendencycf all 
their workc. Tho Gazette is pleased to 
note Ibis feeling of good will between al) 


j parties, trusting tbat it will redound to 


tho mutual benefit oS all, The comple- 
tion ot the plant will te a grout day in 
the history of Oanesville. 


The local management of the com- 


pany's affairs outsidoof the construction, 
is under the superintendOflcy of T. T. 
Croft, who IE well qualified for tho posi- 
tion.

Tee year 1S37 has been an extremely 


fortunate year for tho people of Janet- 
vdle as regards disastrous conflagrations. 
During tho year the fire department has 
answered seventeen alarms, against thirty 
for (no year 18SG. Tho total loss oi pro- 
perty destroyed by fire during the year is 
placed at Sfl7,581,53 and the amounl the 
etimo proparty was insured is plaoeil tit 
821.7CO.OO. Iuemoot{diea8trou3 tires dur- 
ing the year were those of the Commer- 
cial block on Jnno 24lb, the Soap Fuc- 
tory on Juno 30th, and Commercial jHo- 
tel on October 25:h. 


Daring the year the efficiency of the 


fire department has been improved by 
tho putchate of a horse for the book and 
ladder truck; the purchase of 1,000 feet 
ol rubber hose; placing a sliding poio in 
the tost side engine honse; procuring 
healthy beds for the men sleeping in the 
engine houses; enlarging the stables and 
tho sleeping room ut tho wefitside house; 
the purchase of a fire alarm, and several 
other minor repairs and improvement! 
suggested from experience ol those hav- 
ing the department in charge. Very few 
changes have occurred in the member- 
ship of the department during the year, 
and it is DOW on a footing to compare fa- 
vorably with its standing in any previous 
year. The ''Fire Uecord," a book in 
which the chief engineer keeps a record 
of all fire alarm?, gives the following de-

WASHINGTON LETTER. 


Tb» Fish Commissioner*—WhereThcy Moat 


nnd TVhat They Co—A Very Kasy-Golnc 
Sot of Men—Brain* ana Dignity Working 
to Settle u Bl»put.cd Qim»Uou. 


[Special Corresponaence.l 


The Fishery Commissioners are the moit 


deliberate men in Washington just at pres- 
ent. They bold sessions twice a week that 
last perhaps fourhoura. These meetings 
are held in the diplomatic reception room 
at the Stato Department, one of the finest 
apartments in the world, certainly tie finest 
in any Government building in this coun- 
try. 
It, is about twenty-five feet wide and; 


sixty feet long, and looks oyt on the wido 
lawns to the south of the White House. 
Secretary Bayard's fine, large office adjoins 
the reception room on the er.st. 


In this room the SecrcWryof State always 


receives the Ministers o£ foreign govern- 
ments. The walls lire painted in a light 
gray in Egyptian style. 
The ceiling is 


lilhter somewhat, and is a modern Poui-' 
pelian in design aud tone. The floor is o£ 
Virginia oak set in marquetry design nnd 
highjy polished. 
Wonderfully 
beautiful 


Oriental i-ugs are scattered about the room, 
and when, tbo visitor steps upon them he 
allps and slides, and if ho is not moru than 
ordinarily agile, throws him flat. 


The furnitura o£ the chamber is all of 


ebony, highly po'.lslicd ^uu upholstered in-;* 
rich gold and green brocade. A huge mirror 
covers one wall from floor to frieze. 


About the chamber hang portraits of for- 


mer Secretaries of State. The alert face of. • 
Mr. Elaine is on the south wall looking over 
tho shoulder of Mr. Chambcriain, the En- 
glish commissioner, as he sits facing Mr.> 
Elaine. Over the head of President Angell, 
one of the American commissioners, looms 
up tho magnificent, somber countenance of 
paniel TVebster, and near him -s a portrait 
of Lord Ashburton. Both these portraits 
are the work of G. F. A. Healy done in 1843, 
to commemorate the famous treaty of 15(2, 
by which tho United Stiles and Great Brit- 
ain settled tbc northwestern boundary ques- 
tion. On the eastern wall is tne fine, intel- 
lectual face of Secretary Evarts, painted by 
Eastman Johnson. 


At the opposite end of the chamber is tho 


portrait of Hamilton Fish by Healy. This, 
portrait and that of Webster are forty years 
apart in ago and show -some remarkabla 
contrasts in style of drawing and color.- 
Tho commissioners sit at an ebony table naer' 
the fireplace at the west end oC the'cham- 
ber. The table is fo'Jr feet wide and twelve 
long. On one side the three Britons sit; 
on tho other the Americans. Sir. Chamber- 
lain is ever natty, glib and self-sustained. \ 
Dr. Tupper, his associate, is a heavy, 
phlegmatic man—a genuine Britisher in 
every thing. Sir Lionel Sackvillo West Is a 
singed eat. His beard is straggling and 
very rod; his eyes aro watery and fishy, 
and his complexion would.banish him from 
polite society if he were a woman. 
' 


On the American side of tho table Secre- 


tary Baj'ard is the most notable figure. Ho 
sits facing Mr. Chamberlain, and is by long 
odds the handsomest man present. His 
deafness, which grows ou him, was at first 
decidedly embarrassing to tho commission- 
ers, but they are now used to it an speak in 
very loud tones, so that ho may hear all that 
is said. 


Kext to ilr. Bayard sits Mr. Putnam, a 


8o£t-faced,modestrappearinggeiiticman,who 
is said to say less than any of tho members 
of the commission. At tbc extreme loft of 
tho table sits President AngcIL He is a 
taU.bony-facod man with a heavy, swooping 
beard. His acute wiry arguments havo 
more than once triumphed over Mr. Cham- 
berlain, who is the spokesman for the British, 
sido of tho table. Dr. Tupper comes in now 
and then, with a ponderous display of logic. 
Mr. West says little. 


The sessions ot tho commission aro secret 


but enoughabout them leaks out in some way 
to indicate what is going on. It is under- 
stood that President Angell bas drawn up a 
rough draft of a treaty which interprets 
and improves on tho treaty of ISIS. Whether 
any indemnity for tho ill treatment shown.

She did this so well 
Lhat Herod was pleased, and promised to 
^ivo her any thing she asked for. This was 
just what the girl's mother had expected, 
iud so sho had told hsr daughter beforehand 
Lo ask for tho head 01' tho man sho hated. 
Tho request grieved Herod, for ho respected 
John. But ho had not the moral courage to 
refuse the wicked request, so ho had John
